Price Monday 


OTTAWA, Aug. 15+-(CP)— 
Brewers will be permitted to in- 
crease their beer prices Monday 
to take care of the increased 
excise duty on malt used in beer 
manufacture imposed under the 


last Dominion budget, it was 
learned today, 
The June 23 budget increased 


| the duty on malt from 12 cents to 
16 cents a pound but at that time 
David Sim, commissioner of ex- 
cise in the revenue department and 
also administrator of alcoholic¢bev- 
erages in the Wartime Prices and 
Trade board, issued a ruling that 
the brewers must continue to sell at 
pre-budget prices until the stocks 
produced before the increase had 
been sold 

Today Mr. Sim sent the follow- 
ing message to al) brewers and 
proyineial liquor commissions: “Ef- 
fective at the commencement of 
business Monday, Aug. 17, adjust- 
ments in beer prices may be made 
to take care of the increased duty 
introduced by the budget.” 


MADE BY PROVINCES 


Mr. Sim said the actual change 
in beer prices would be announced 
by the liquor commissions in the 
various provinces, These announce- 
ments probably would be made to- 
day. 

The increased duty of four

bottle is somewhat less than the 
imperial quart.

Gas Stations 
Padlocked For 
Oil infractions 


TORONTO, Aug. 15.—(CP)— 
Two hundred and twenty-three 
gasoline service stations in four 
large Canadian cities were 
closed yesterday and today 
for infraction of oil control regu- 
lations, it was announced this 
morning by Oil Controller G. R, 
Cottrelle. 


Stations closed included 96 in 
Montreal, 59 in Toronto, 33 in Van- 
couver and 35 in Winnipeg. They 
will be allowed to re-open at a 
later date, a spokesman for Mr 
Cottrelle indicated 

A statement issued by Mr. Cot- 
trelle said the stations were pad- 
locked by police because they had 
accepted loose gasoline ration 
coupons or coupons issued for cars | 
than those supplied with | 
gasoline. 

“We are determined that infrac- 
tions of the rationing regulations | 
shall stop at once,” said Mr. Cot- 
trelle. “The 223 stations closed up 
today will be allowed to reopen. If | 
any of these commit a second of- 
fence they will be denied the right 
to sell petroleum products for | 
three months. A third offence will 
mean closure for the duration of | 
the war.” 

A statement described the action | 
as the “biggest enforcement sweep 
since wartime regulations went in- 
to effect” and said that each ser- 
vice station operator was served 
with a special order from the oil 
controller which forbids him hav- | 
ing any dealings in petroleum pro- | 
ducts until further notice. | 

Mr. Cottrelle warned persons 
in possession of loose gasoline 
ration coupons to send them at 
once to the nearest regional 
office of the oil controller before 
Aug, 22, 

“Enforcement officers are on the 
watch throughout Canada,” he said. 
“If anyone is found to have loose 
coupons after Aug. 22 he will be} 
denied the privilege of buying gas- 
oline and, under certain circum- | 
stances. may be prosecuted. 

“The gasoline stations have had 
ample warning that contravention 
of the regulations would be severe- | 
ly dealt with,” Mr. Cottrelle stated. 


Officials of the enforcement 
branch of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board stated Saturday morn- 
ing that they had no knowledge of 
any closing of service stations in 
Edmonton, but added that several 
investigations into alleged infringe- 
ments of rationing regulations 
were being investigated.

A glance at the accompanying

across the Straits of Kerch to the 
Caucasus 

It has already been reported 
that the Germans have brought 
large numbers of flat-bottomed 
boats across the Black Sea, 
probably from the Danube, to 
transport their troops across 
the Straits. 

German units around Maikop 
have reached a highway centre 
in the foothills of the Caucasus 
at the terminal of a road lead- 
ing through the mountains to 
the Black Sea coast at Sukhumi 

It is now presumed that the 
the Germans will try to envelop 
the forces withdrawing on Nov- 
orossisk and Tuapse by reaching 
the Black Sea coast below them, 
with the ultimate purpose of 
laying siege to these last remain- 
ing havens of the Russian Black 
Sea fleet 

The episode at Cherkessk, on 
the road to Grozny, indicates that 
the Russian Army of the South- 
ern Caucasus has been moved up 
to the northern ranges, and the 
Germans may find great diffi- 
culty in effecting a penetration 
of the mountains on a large scale 


SUGGEST GERMAN 
WITHDRAWAL 


There is something odd about 


the descriptions cabled from 
Moscow yesterday of infuriated 
German troops burning every- 


thing that had escaped the Russ- 
ian torch, as they moved into the 
scorched territory. 

It is not sound military policy 
to destroy anything habitable, 
edible or useable in territory 
won from the enemy, if you 
expect to hold it, 


If the reports be true and the 
Germans have been finishing the 
Russian work of demolition for 
them it can only be because they 
don't intend to stay there them- 
selves. 


This is hard to believe, al- 
though it does coincide with a 
statement attributed to a neutral 
official in Ankara that the Ger- 
mans were about to complete 
their offensive operations, pre- 
pare their line for winter defence 
and withdraw their assault force 
to other fronts. 

This report should be regarded 
skeptically, though there may be 
something in it It was from the 


Saine source that intorination 
reached the world of the massing 
of powerful Russian forces drawn 
from the Urals at the bend of the 
Don River. The information 
proved correct. and despite their 
best efforts the Germans have 
been unable to make much head- 
way with their operations against 
Stalingrad 


COUNTER OFFENSIVE 


The Germans are beginning to 
doubt the tactical wisdom of be- 
coming too deeply involved in 
the central and southern Cau- 
casus, so long as Stalingrad holds 
out, and Russian forces can con 
tinue to move across the plains to 
the west of the Volga, and threat 
en the German flank 

Hitherto, despite their 
torial gains, the Germans 
not succeeded in accomplishing 
their primary military purpose 
which is to cut the Russian arm 
ies of the Caucasus from com- 
munication with the rest of the 
Russian forces. Until they do so, 
their own position is not safe. 

Despatches from London in- 
dicate that the Germans are be- 
coming seriously alarmed about 
the progress of the Russian 
counter-offensive at Voronezh 
and Rzhev. 

Determined counter-attacks by 
German troops have failed to 
stop the slow hut steady ad- 
vances of the Red Army. Any 
considerable Russian gains in this 
area would threaten the position 
of German troops in the Viasma- 
RZhev salient and imperil Smo- 
lensk 

It is sometimes forgotten that 
although the offensive in the 
Caucasus involves but a fraction 
of the German forces available 
on the eastern front, its defence 
involves but a fraction of the 
Russian forces. The remainder of 
the Red Army is gradually re- 
suming the  counter-offensive 
which it began last winter 


HUNS FEAR NEW FRONT 

There are still a number of 
people who for one reason or an- 
other think that an Allied inva- 
sion of western Europe is most 
unlikely, The Germans are not 
included in their number. 

The enemy has taken extra- 
ordinary and expensive meas- 
ures to minimize the effect of 
pro-Allied sentiment among the 
civil population in the event of 
a landing of Anglo-American 
forces, 

Great areas have been evacu- 
ated. Thousands of Dutch patriots 
have been moved eastward. Ger- 
man armed forces in French uni- 
forms are reported to be assem- 
bled in Unoccupied France. 

Western Europe is regarded as 
an important economic asset to 
the enemy. It is not likely, there- 
fore, that he would disturb labor 
and disrupt transportation unless 
he felt that an Allied invasion 
was more likely than not. 


GAINING IN AIR 
Despite rumors to the contrary,

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bined operations. Some 460 Royal 
Air Force planes were lost last 
month and the production of all 
types in the British Isles alone 
runs close to 3,000 a month 

In addition to this we have the 
word of the officer commanding 
American air forces in the British 
Isles that his bomber and ‘.ghter 
groups are now established, have 
completed their operational train- 
ing with the R.A.F. and are now 
ready to jcin with their colleagues 
in the air offensive over Ger- 
many. 

A heavy and particularly suc- 
cessful raid was carried out by a 
streng force of R.A.F. bombers 
, against the German railway cen- 
tre of Mainz. This town lies at 
the junction of the Rhine and 
Main rivers, and is joined by rail 
to Wiesbaden and Frankfurt-Am- 
Main. This is one of the centres 
of the German chemical indus- 
try. But, perhaps more important, 
it is the site of railway shops 
where rolling stock is built 

It will be noted that recently 
Royal Air Force attacks, both 

in occupied countries and in 

Germany proper, have been di- 
rected at railway centres. 

If an invasion is contemplated 
it is obviously of the utmost im- 
portance to destroy German mo- 
bility as much as possible so that 
troops and equipment cannot 
suddenly be concentrated to meet 
attacks at points selected by the 
Allied High Command. 


LOSSES IN MEDITERRANEAN 
The loss of the British aircraft 
carrier Eagle, a converted cruiser 


carrying 21 aircratt, has been 
confirmed. The enemy claimed 
to have sunk her over the week- 
end. She went to the. bottom 
somewhere in the western Medi- 
terranean, and was evidently 
part of the protecting force of a 
large convoy steaming from Gib- 
raltar to Malta. 
| It is vitally important that

Canada is exceedingly fortunate, more 
so than some might openly admit for po- 
litical reasons, in having had available to 
head its fighting forces in the administra- 
tive sense three men such as Col. J. L. 
Ralston, C.M.G., D.S.0.; Major C. G. 
Power, M.C., and Captain A. L. Macdon- 
ald. 

These men all saw service in the last 
war. They have seen the thing in its 
stark reality, from the point of view of the 
man in the fighting forces. They know 
his hardships, his risks, his needs, his re- 
actions, and his dues both now and in the 
post-war days. 

They know also the responsibility that 
goes with the power to command; and 
which attaches in no less measure to those 
who are charged with the duty of provid- 
ing equipment, instruction, training, and 
all else that is needed to make the fight- 
ing man efficient, to enable him to take 
care of himself and to meet the enemy on 
the most advantageous terms.

Most Canadians perhaps suspected that 
fome type of dementia had seized upon 
our Government when the immensity of 
the war program began to disclose itself. 
Money immediately ceased to be counted 
when the question. was the raising and 
equipping of land, sea and air forces. We 
are spending this year the incomprehens- 
ible sum of $3,900,000,000, nine-tenths of 
this on war purposes — and this is the 
minimum, which may be far exceeded. 

Events have justified the emphasis 
that was placed at the outset upon equip- 
ment rather than mere numbers of enlisted 
men. We have seen in Europe what hap- 
pened when a French army of 8,000,000 
was attacked by a mechanized force of 
350,000. We have seen what Nazi sub- 
marines can do to close the shipping lanes 
and put a country—or an oversea army— 
in peril of starvation. We have seen what 
a relatively small number of men, flying 
bombing airplanes, can do to a country 
hundreds of miles away. 

It no longer is questioned that arma- 
ment and training count for even more 
than numbers. But that was not apparent 
to most of us three years ago. It was, 
fortunately, clear to the three men who 
head our army, navy and air departments. 
And they, luckily for us, for our Allies, 
and for our fighting forces, imposed that 
view upon parliament and the country. 

As a result our army in Britain is said 
to be, and there is no reason to doubt the 
claim, the best armed force in the world. 
Our navy of ‘tin pots” has set a pattern in 
ship construction which Britain and the 
United States are copying. Our Common- 
wealth Air Training scheme is supplying 
the steady stream of trained pilots, ob- 
servers and gunners without which the 
systematic and devastating bombing of 
German war centres could not be carried 


on, 
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Our fighting forces have been ex- 
panded as provision of the necessary 
equipment became possible and as training 
facilities were developed. Our Active army 
is now 325,000 strong. Our air force has a 
personnel of 120,000, not counting men 
from Britain and the other Dominions who 
came here for training. Our navy is 40,000 
strong. 

This year 200,000 more men are being 
added to these forces, in step with the 
production of weapons, ships and planes, 
and as training camps can accommodate 
them. In addition, the thousands of men 
called up for compulsory training for the 
Reserve army are now available for ser- 
vice with the Active army should they be 


needed. 
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AN this unprecedented creation of 
munitions-plants, multiplying of war pro- 
duction, and balanced expansion of our 
land, sea and air forces heads up into 
responsibility—and hard work—for the 
three men in charge of the war depart- 
ments. Any one of those departments is 
now handling more detailed business than 
the whole Government of Canada had to 
handle in pre-war years. 

But that is not the most nerve-trying 
feature. These men have to do, directly, 
with the lives and the fortunes of upwards 
of 600,000 Canadian men, and with the 
circumstances—and the feelings—of four 
or five times that many dependents and 
relatives of these enlisted men. 

What that involves is something peo- 
ple in private life should think about, It is 
no light matter to sign an order that will 
send a battalion or a division of men into 
a fighting zone, or a squadron of airmen 
to the Middle East or to India, or naval 
vessels hunting for enemy submarines in 
mine-strewn waters. After all, the men 
who have to do these things are not robots. 
They are human, and the strain of send- 
ing men to what must be death for some, 
and may be death for great numbers, is 
terrible’ Who would volunteer to send 

even a convicted murderer to death? 
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These men who head our defence de- 
partments are working up to eighteen 
hours a day. They can look for no financial 


reward for Canadian public men die poor. 


Only patriotism could inspire men to 
carry on such a task, a8 only sound con- 
stitutions and strong nerves could enable 
them to do. 

These are things which we in private 
life should sometimes think about. If “the 
daily round” of our little affairs wears us 
down, what about those who carry the 
load of our national and personal safety? 
And if we see defects or what seem to be 
defects, here or there in the type of a uni- 
form or other minor matter, is that 
strange?

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Chaloult Speaks The Language Of Adolf Hitler

Monsieur Rene Chaloult, mem- 
ber of the Quebec legislature for 
Lotbiniere, made a _ flamboyant 
speech in Montreal the other night 


in which he outlined a program for | 


the province of Quebec. 

Monsieur Chalout, who seeks to 
convert his crown of political mar- 
tyrdom into the 
halo of a nation- 
alistic saint, al- 
ready conceives 
of himself as the 
leader of a na- 
tion within a na- 
tion, as the chief 
of state of a Que- 
bec which is in 
Canada and yet 
not of it. 

This gentTle- 
men, exhilarated 
by the grotesque Harold L. Weir 
notion that his triumphant brush 
with the law has left him invul- 
nerable, reveals a highly fanciful 
conception of the future of the 
province. 

He recites the wrongs of Quebec. 
He enumerates her amBitions. He 
defines the glorious place she is to 
occupy in the new world. 

What could be more natural, 
then, that in imitating the pre-war 
antics of Hitler, he should fall into 
the habits of mind and even into 
the very’ language of Hitler? 


Nazi Technique 


For it is distressingly evident 
that the things Chaloult says today 
about Quebec, Hitler said a few 
years ago about Germany. 

“We must first of all,” says Cha- 
loult, “defeat the economic dicta- 
torship which dominates us.” 

That was Hitler's favorite re- 
frain in 1935 when he was accus- 
ing Britain and France of plotting 
the economic ruin of Germany, 

And then listen to this: 

“To breathe more freely, to share 
with others the sunshine, the air 
and the lands, to live in places 


other than the slums. That is all. 
We do not dream to conquer the 
| British Empire or the United 
States, but neither will we suffer 
|to he treated as a conquered. 
| people. 

“It is a false premise that we 
have any prejudice against any 
other people. None of my speeches 
or my writings carries a word jus- 
tifying such an allegation.” 

This was spoken by Rene Cha- 
loult in Montreal on the twelfth 
| day of August, 1942. 

It might just as well have been 
spoken by Adolf Hitler in Munich, 
any time between 1934 and 1939. 
| It seethes with the persecution 
complex and drips with the hon- 
eyed hpocrisy wherewith all 
patriomaniacs disguise their hos- 
tility towards their neighbors, 

It is the Nazi technique. 


“Liberation” 


Monsieur Chaloult, in a sort of 
afterthought, does not propose to 
disown Canada for the moment. He 
Says: 
| “In the hierarchy of our patriotic 
feelings, Quebec comes before 
Canada because Quebec is our na- 
tive land. Let me add, for the 
timid souls, that this natural pre- 
ference does not in any way pre- 
vent us from fulfilling our duties 
towards our great Canadian mo- 
ther-country”. 

Now this is generous. 

But almost in the same breath, 
the gentleman goes on; 
| “Let us be ready and I have a 
premonition that we will see the 
day of a glorious and shining liber- 
ation.” 

This sentence is not original, of 
course, because both Kaiser Wil- 
helm and Hitler used it before. 
But it expresses a state of mind. 

And it moves one to enquire, 
“Liberation from what?” 

From what, in heaven's name, 
does Quebec seek to be free? 

What tyranny oppresses her? 
What galling restriction is imposed 
upon her? 


the fine frenzy of Monsieur 
Chaloult’s patriotic indignation is 
incited by the fact that the young 
men of Quebec will presumably be 
called upon to do their share in 
protecting this country from the 
Axis. 

What a hardship! 

Ever since Confederation, Que- 
bec, so far as political interference 
{ from the rest of Canada is con- 

cerned, has been the freest part 
of the world. 

Quebec has been more than free. 
She has been the object of special 
consideration and the recipient of 
special privilege all along the line. 

In every conceivable way, she 
has been pampered and petted and 
bribed. 

This conscription issue repre- 
sents the first time in her history 
that the majority will of the Cana- 
dian people has been invoked to 
make her do something she does 
| not like. 

And at this first touch of na- 
tional discipline, her nationalists 
and isolationists howl like spoiled 
| children. 

It may be worth while to note 
that settlers of French extraction 
|who located in various American 
states and were made to learn 
English and became Americans 
have very little of this profound 
self-pity. 

They have no sense of being 
oppressed. None of them seem to 
be looking forward to the “day of 
a glorious and shining liberation.” 

It is true of communities, as it 
is true of children, that the worst 
wrong anyone can do them is to 
give them too much of their own 
way.

It is reported that Wing Com- 
mander Max Aitken, son of Cana- 
dian-born Lord Beaverbrook, and 
flyers under his command, have 
shot down a Nazi super-bomber. 
The machine, a Heinkel 177, is said 
to be capable of carrying a bomb 
load from Europe to Halifax and 
back to Europe again. 

To many leading airmen, it has 
seemed apparent for some time 
that the only way industrial cen- 
tres of the American continent 
can be attacked is by air. An 
inter-continental invasion by sea 
would seem to be out of the ques- 
tion as the result of what hap- 
pened to the Japs when they tried 
approaching shores where there 
were ample land-based bombers, 

And it also seems that if the 

Nazis were able to reduce Russia 
to a purely defensive role they 
would have to seek some means 
of striking at the industrial centres 
of the United States and Canada.

It is the nature of the mother to 
want to do something about be- 
havior which is upsetting. She fol- 
lows the old familiar “picking the 
sore” technique. She can seldom 
let anything alone and give it a 
chance to be forgotten. Yet. 
| many cases, there is no solution so 
|good as time, Children do out- 
grow annoying habits; do get bet- 
}ter as they grow older, even if 
nothing very much is done to 
change them. 


Every mother discovers for her- 
self that the habits and conduct 
she worried about yesterday dis- 
appear and are replaced by dif- 
ferent habits and conduct. She 
worries today because Bill will 
not speak to strangers or Ann 
can’t be crossed in anything with- 
out an outburst of tears or Joel 
is using profanity. Tomorrow she 
comes to with a start and real- 
izes Bill's silence has now be- 
| come rudeness, Ann’s tears are 
| No more but now she illustrates 
her social timidity by chewing 
her nails and Joel has advanced 
| from an aggressive profanity to 
an aggressive pugnaciousness, 
Time marches on. 

It isn't always because we have 
found the right answers to tem- 
porary misconduct that eventually 
it disappears. Conduct allied to 
the child's age disappears of its 
}own accord, whether noticed or 
|neglected. In fact, notice may so 
|keep alive the child's interest in 
what he does, that time cannot work 
its own peculiar magic. It may be- 
|/come a matter of pride for the 
child to keep on being silent, or 
crying or using bad words, just be- 


eause by so doing he acquires for, 


himself an outstanding personality 
That is one reason, perhaps, why 


the placid mother, who laughs off! 


more successful than the con- 
scientious mother who is forever 
| fussing, punishing, prodding at the 
jeuite to change. 

This does not mean, heaven 
| knows, that I am counselling neglect 
{of situations which need correc- 
'tion. But much of a child's con- 
{duct is seasonal or related to 
| growth and has no particular per- 
}sonal significance. It isn’t an in- 
| dication of the child's wickedness, 
| it is the behavior of a boy of 4 or 
a girl of 3 or a child of 6 or 7 and 
| conforms to what other mothers 
| have discovered about the conduct 
‘of children of these ages 

So don't keep harping on that 
| theme: “Why do you act as you do?” 
but take it for granted that chil- 
dren act in 
{ways at certain periods of their 
|lives and if not too much atten- 
|tion is given to the actions their 
|conduct lacks personal satisfaction 
|and they abandon it for conduct 
more becoming to their age

Add all at 
once to flour mixture and stir care- 
fully until all flour is dampened. 
Then stir vigorously until mixture 
forms a soft dough and follows 
spoon around bowl. Turn out im- 
mediately on Hghtly floured board 
and knead 30 seconds.

Where my proposed equipment 
énd aeronautical innovations go 
beyond the present aeronautical 
scope, the reader will understand, 
I trust, that I am not indulging 
in dilettante flights of fancy. 

Wherever, in what follows, 1 
assume the solution of some aero- 
nautical or armament problem it 
is because I have actually solved 
it through years of study and 
stand prepared to translate it into 
equipment 

Theoretically, adequate air 
power must have a striking of- 
fensive reach clear around the 
world; and ultimately, without 
doubt. aviation will attain that 
circumglobular range. 

For practical immediate  pur- 
poses, a range of 15,000 miles 
should suffice. Forty per cent of 
the maximum range, or 6,000 miles 
would then be effective striking 
radius 

Operating from the periphery of 
our country, that striking radius 
would include the vital centers of 
all major nations, giving up — in 
conformity with the axiom of ef- 
fective air power—a striking range 
equal to the maximum dimensions 
of the theatre of war, 


DEFENSIVE AVIATION 


What should be the range of de- | 


fensive aviation’? How far from our 
primary bases should defense 
aviation reach out to meet the 
foe? At the present stage of aero- 
nautical science, a more or less 
definite answer can be worked out. 

Since aircraft is a compromise 
among such factors as_ speed, 
range, and military load, the strik- 
ing power is of necessity in in- 
verse proportion to the distance 

HENCE THE LOGICAL LIMIT 


OF THE RIKING RADIUS 
FOR DEFENSIVE AVIATION 
IS HALF THE DISTANCE TO 


THE ENEMY BASES. 

From this halfway line inward 
the defensive strength of our avia- 
tion becomes more effective be- 
cause of the contracted distance. 
The range of defensive aircraft, in 
other words, should be theoreti- 
cally half of the offensive range 

In analyzing equipment we must 
take for granted 

1. That our air power 
geared for world operations and 
therefcre must have a striking 

reach of at least 6,000 miles, 
reckoning from the frontiers ot 
continental United States 

2 That we may expect at- 
tack from the enemy's primary 

bases as much as 6000 miles 
away. 

Under these conditions the air 
force proper will be divided into 
a striking air force and a defense 
air force 

The striking air 
subdivided into a 
bombardment aviation 
port force 

The defense air 
subdivided into an_ interceptor 
combat command, a fighter com- 
mand, a captive pursuit command, 
reconnaissance, interior transport, 
and ground defense 

In addition there will be the 
vital co-operation air forces, to 
serve as an element in ground or 
naval task groupings 

Cutting across these categories, 
there will also be a division in re- 
spect to altitude. The best mechani- 
cal performance can be extracted 
from a plane if it is designed for 
the air stratum in which it is ex- 
pected to operate 

Most equipment will consequent- 
ly have to be divided into a sea- 
level -force operating from the 
surface to an altitude of about 
30,000 feet, and a strato force havy- 
ing its maximum performance po- 
tential from 20,000 feet upward 
into the stratosphere 


STRIKING AIR FORCE 

This striking air force will con- 
sist chiefly of two types: battle- 
planes and combat bombers. To- 
gether they will provide

The opposing force will there- 
upon be obliged to rise and ac- 
cept the challenge or be demol- 
ished. Contrary to the popular 
idea, the initial bombardment is 
not entirely or even primarily an 
end in itself but a device for 
coaxing: enemy air power into 
action, 

There is no real alternative to- 


day to separation of the bombing 
and combat functions, although 
this does not imply that the 
bomber must have no combat abil- 
ity or the fighter no bombing 
equipment 

The initial attack on an enemy

The bomber, having carried the 
precious cargo of explosives across 
thousands of miles, must not be 
diverted from its mission. It must 
be thoroughly shielded while it 
goes about its main business, with- | 
out wasting fuel or time in fight- 
ing off combat craft 


THE COMBINATION OF |

RECONNAISSANCE

primitive aeronautical days. 

At present, observations can be 
made only by the speediest and

| THE AIRACUDA 


These combat pianes are as yet 
in the early stage of development. | 
As a matter of fact, only one at-

The Airacuda has been rede- 
signed repeatedly and still has not 
assumed definite form 

It is always referred to by offi- 
cials as a long-range pursuit or 
escort or convoy fighter—although 
the military character of these | 
categories is as different as day 
from night.
